Applicants 
further elected SEQ ID NO:147 (nucleic acid) and 148 (polypeptide) (PRO1265;DNA304827) 
for further prosecution. Applicants have submitted in the Supplemental Response that, due to a

typographical error, SEQ ID NO: 147 in fact should be SEQ ID NO:43 while SEQ ID NO: 148 
should be SEQ ID NO:44.
